The first definite division of the legislature on party lines oc- 
curred Tuesday afternoon while the house was in committee of the 


whole on the act to grant assistance to widowed mothers supporting | 


children, an amendment to the beneficiary limitations of the act be- 
ing lost by a vote of 26 to 20, after its proposal by A. F. Ewing, 
opposition member for West Edmonton. The opposition and cross 
benches supported the amendment, as did W. M. Davidson, North 
Calgary, from the government side. With the exception of Mr. 
Davidson the members from the government benches voted solidly 
against the amendment. 

The Amendment 

The amendment proposed that the 
act be widened to grant assistance to 
mothers whose husbands were incar- 
ecerated in penal servitude, or whose 
husbands were totally disabled physi- 
cally. The act as amended and sub- 
mitted to the house by Hon. J. R. 
Boyle provided for the granting of 
assistance to widows supporting chil- 
dren and the wives of men committed 
to the hospital for the insane, and 
who required assistance to maintain a 
family. 

After being discussed practically the 
entire afternoon, during which time 
the whole realm of state obligations to 
the mother, home and family came 
under eloquent review, the act had 
proceeded only half a dozen clauses in 


Council of Women and representa- 
tives of the Welfare Board of Ed- 
monton. The attorney general ex- 
plained that the first intention to fix 
a stated sum for the purposes of as- 
sistance had been abandoned and pro- 
visions made for leaving the adjust- 
ment of individual cases to the dis- 
cretion of municipal relief officers, 
the provincial government to share 
half the expense with the municipality 
of any sum as might be deemed neces- 
6ary by the municipal officials, As 
far as possible the element of charity 
had been removed from the act, the 
obligation of the state to the child 
being recognized. 

When opposition to the measure 
was voiced from the opposition bench- 
es, Premier Stewart frankly told the 
house that the act was intended to 
test out the practical application of 
a mother’s pension scheme in the pro- 
vince. The first consideration was 
to get started on the right of founda- 
tion. If the principle was recognized, 
as he personally knew it was. by the 
government that every child had a 
right to the opportunities for sane and 
healthy development, the broader ap- 
plication of the principle could be put 
into effect when the experimental 
stage had been successfully passed. 
In any event the municipalities would 
have to bear their share of the cost. 
Under the county system the older 
provinces of the country took care of 
the financially unfortunate and the 
paupers. 

Matter of State Control 

Gee. Hoadley, leader of the opposi- 
tion, contended that the matter was 
essentially that of state control and 
state financiering. The government 
should proceed to administer the act 
as a provincial affair and raise the 
necessary funds from the general rey- 
enue of the province. 

8. G. Tobin, Leduc, was somewhat 
apprehensive lest the burden of pro- 
viding half the cost of such a &8chemé 
would be too heavy for the small 
towns. He would support the bill, 
however, because it promised a meas- 
ure of relief. At the same time he 
feared that adequate relief might not 
always be provided when the local 
municipal officials considered that 
any recommendation meant an added 
municipal expense. 

Dr. Blow, Nelson Spencer, James 
Weir and Dr. Stanley each spoke in 
favor of the state maintaining the 
mother’s pension scheme, administra- 
tive as well as financially. 

W. M, Davidson said it was the old 
question of conflict of state and local 
responsibility, he advocating the bear- 
ing of proper obligations by the mu- 
nicipalities, 

Hon. J. R. Boyle pointed out how 
a complete system of state contro] and 
supervision would make the plan more 
unsympathetic and expensive in its 
application. The great area of the 
province would mean an expense of 
operation on the part of the govern- 
ment out of all proportion to thg work 
accomplished. 
made it imperative that the willing 
local workers in a municipality should 
not -be thrust aside by the govern- 
ment. As for the question of finan- 
cial division it was a well known fact 
that people were always in favor of 
this or that being done but were op- 
posed to any direct tax burden being 
levied on them for the doing. 

The Real Principle 

“The real principle behind the bill,” 
said Mr. Boyle, ‘Is that the legislature 
will gay that those who have must 
be prepared to share with those who 
have not. Wealth mum help take 
care of poverty.” 

He regarded the measure as @ 
branch of state insurance. As a mat- 
ter of fact if all persons were required 
by the state to take 6ut insurance 
there would be no need for mother's 
pensions. But euch measures were al- 
ways opposed as was the state insur- 
| ance plan of Lloyd George in Britain. 

Dr. Stanley said that state control 
was the only way out. The cities were 
already bearing perhaps more than 
| their fanr share of the provincial tax- 
ation, and yet the proposed act would 
throw a heavier burden on the cities 


@ progress report at six o'clock, when 
the house adjourned. 

Two new bills were submitted to the 
house from the government benches, | 
one from the attorney-general respect- | 
ing mechanics liens, and the other 
from the minister of municipalities 
amending the public utilities act to 
grant to the public utilities commis- 
sion wider powers of jurisdiction to 
deal with civic problems arising in 
applications of the four principal cities 
during 1918, 

A slight amendment to the brief 
act respecting registered nurses was 
submitted by Hon. A. G. MacKay, who 
presented the bill for second reading. 

Mr. MacKay also explained his bill 
providing for the appointment of a 
commission under the government to 
inquire into and attempt to adjust 
financial difficulties under which 
municipalities of the province find 
themselves laboring. This bill is known 
as “an act to ameliorate the financial 
conditions of municipalities.” 

Mr. MacKay explained how the 
bondholders association of the Do- 
méinion had approved of the cortimis- 
sion plan, having dealt with the con- 
dition of Edmonton as one of the 
most extreme. For instance, the bond 
holders representatives had conceded 
that Edmonton's proposal to suspend 
sinking fund payments was reasonable 
and financially sound. The govern- 
ment commission would have powers 
to take such questions under investiga- 
tion and hear all sides on application. 


Cited Cases 


The minister, discussing the wide 
and important powers of the com- 
mission, dealt with various cas@s out- 
side of cities where taxation adjust- 
ments could be made with benefit to 
all concerned and would permit cases 
of outlying arrears in municipalities 
to be settled where such adjustment 
fs not now possible under provisions 
ot the district court powers and those 
of the Public Utitities Board. 

“I regard this act as one of the 
most important which will come be- 
fore this session of the legislature,” 
said Mr. MacKay, “There is every 
reason to believe that the relief which 
the bill will give to municipalities will 
be very far-reaching and help clear 
up many of the financial tangles 
which cannot at present be satisfac- 
torily or fully dealt with. 

Hon. J. R. Boyle, introducing his 
bill respecting mechanics liens, said 
that while he did not anticipate any 
such measure would be entirely fav- 
orable to owners he was of the opin- 
jon that the new bill would make con- 
ditions more generally satisfactory 
and would be found easier to apply 
in the way of protecting mechanics 
rights, The bill is voluminous filling 
16 pages of printed clauses, being of- 
ficially designated Bill 87, and en- 
titled “An act to create liens in favor 
of mechanics and others.” 

The Mothers’ Pension Act 

The entire discussion of the act res- 
pecting grants to widowed mothers 
supporting children hinged upon the 
question as to whether the provincial 
government should assume all res- 
ponsibility in connection with the ex- 
tension of assistance, and whether 
this assistance should be extended to 
others not mentioned in the act, 

The reprinted act, as presented by 
Mr. Boyle was the redraft made fol- 
lowing the conference with the Local

$7,000,000 in Two Years | 


Comprehensive Report of Department Embraces Wide Range of 
Activities—How Successful Battle Was Waged Against Frost 
and Drought—Live Stock in Province Has Doubled in Five Years 
as Has Also Acreage under Cultivation 


A comprehensive and_ interesting 
report of the department of  agri- 
culture for 1918 was tabled in the 
legislature Tuesday afternoon by Hon. 
Duncan Marshall, minister of agri- 
culture, 

The report covers 
or more important administrative | 
branches over which Mr. Marshall | 
has control, this department being 
concerned directly with the activities 
of nearly sixty per cent. of the entire 
| population of the province. 

The report does not deal with the 
vital statistics branch, the sanitary 
engineer's department, or that of the 
provincial health officer, as formerly, 
these branches having been taken |

The report opens with a general) 


review of the agricultural eituation by 
Deputy Minister Craig. Mr. Craig 
lays very great etress on the work 
that was done by the department in 
trying to meet the injury that was( 
caused by the frost and the drought. | 
|The strong initiative taken by the! 
minister in securing the co-operation 
of the Dominion department and of 
| the railways is responsible for prac- 
| tically saving the live stock situation 
in the province this year. The sur- 
| vey made of live stock conditions in 
the South and the active cruising that 
was carried on in the North to ascer- 
tain the unused feed resources and 
| the publicity and assistance given by 
|} the department, prevented the sacri- 
| fiee of a large quantity of Southern 
stock. The live stock, owing to the 
railways having cut their rates in half 
and of the Dominion government hav- 
ing agreed to pay the other half of} 
the rate, was shipped north, and feed 
south, free, Altogether a very tense 
situation was relieved. There were 
no less than 31,351 cattle shipped 
north, without taking account of the 
small numbers that were driven out, 
and 59,405 sheep. There were also a 
g00d many horsee moved north, and 
182 hay-making outfits, 


Agricultural Values 

The summary of agricultural values 
for crops and stock this year gives an 
increase of seven million dollars over 
the valuation in 1917. While there is 
a reduction on the side of grain, the 
prices were high and the increase in 
live stock has been very rapid and 
prices have been going up steadily in 
live stock also, The live stock of the 
province has doubled in number in 
five years and much more than dou- 
bled in value. The cultivation five 
years ago was, roughly speaking, 5,- 
000,000 acres—-it is now estimated at 
over 10,000,000 acres. 

Mr. Craig emphasizes the increase 
in purebred herds and flocks, There 
is at present a very etrong develop- 
ment in cattle improvement indicat- 
ed by the establishment of purebred 
|herds. On the side of the sheep in- 
dustry there is likewise liberal found- 
ing and purchasing of purebred flocks 
and an important movement to trans- 
fer a good deal of the sheep industry 
from the range to the farme. This | 
will lead to a distinct improvement in 
the quality of mutton as well as in 
the yleld of wool. 

Greater Production Campaign 

Early in the eeason of 1918 the 
provincia! department joined with the 


federal department in what was call-| 


ed a “greater production campaign,” 
and the farmers of the province made 
a fine response to the call 
Demonstration Farms 

The superintendent of demonstra- 
tion farms, 8. C. Carlyle, reports that 
the government farme were subject 
to the same troubles that the rest of 
the farms in Alberta experienced, The 
prospects in the spring were good on 


practically all the farms of the prov- 
ince, but the drought and the high 
winds in June and July burned up the! 
growth in the southern part of the 
province, Medicine Hat suffered worst 
from the drought Sedgewick suffer- 
ed worst from frost. Mr. Carlyle 


takes occasion to emphasize what the 
live stock on the farms mean in a 
year like this. 

A valuable part of the report from 
the demonstration farms relates to 
the use and treatment of special 
crops, including corn, rape, fall rye, 
alfalfa, ete 

Dairy Herds 

In the seven days’ test, six Holsteins 
on the Stony Plain farm 
431.5 pounds of milk and 16.05 pounds 
of butterfat each. In the yearly test 
six two, three and four-year-old heif- 
ers averaged 9,782 pounds of milk and 
336 pounds of butterfat in an average 
period of 325 days. The Jorseys pio- 
duced a smaller average of milk, the 
weight being 9,287.75 pounds, but in 
butterfat, on the other hand, averaged 
482 pounds each. Ayreshires averaged 
9,641 pounds of milk and 348.6 pounds 
of butterfat. The Shorthorns yielded 
6,634.5 for an average in milk but 
287.5 pounds of butterfat 

Mr. Carlyle has made a good start 
on a subject that is very Important to 
the producer, the consumer and the 


dealer in milk, This is*the arriving at | 


the cost of production of milk in 
labor, feed, deteriation of buildings, 
ete. On the Stony Plain farm in 1917 
twenty-eight cows produced an aver- 
age of 7,303 pounds of milk at a cost 
of $3.02 per hundred. In 1918 the 
grade cows were reduced and pure- 
bred cows and heifers substituted. This 
year the average ran to 8,500 pounds 
and the cost was reduced to $2.55 per 
hundred. This difference in cost was 
due to the factor of selection or man- 
agement, At Medicine Hat in 1917 
the average production of the Jerseys 
was 7,464 pounds at a cost of $3.05 
per hundred but in 1918 during the 
real dry time the production shrunk 
to 3,987 pounds and the cost was $3.55 
per hundred. This was a case of avail- 
able feed. 

Mr. Carlyle shows a financial state- 
ment for the year from which it ap- 
pears that the farms have paid their 
way and some to the good, 

Education in Agriculture 

The report of the agricuitural 
schools is a repitition of the story of 
success that has been told about these 
schools ever since their foundation. 
The patronage of these schools was 
good during the term of, 1917-18 and 
the number of graduates was about 
the same as in previous years. The 
influenza last fall, however, played 
havoc with the whole school program.

High Tax Propaganda. 


Mr. J. S. McKinnon, vice-presi- 
dent of the Canadian Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, in a recent ad- 
dress at Toronto said Canada

A special committee of Parlia- 
ment has been investigating the 
conduct of the Dominion Printing 
Bureau at Ottawa, the general 
conclusion being that the burean 
was run rather as a continuous 
pienie than as an industrial insti- 
tution.

The new men are deprived of re-|

Dominion Finances. 


Hon. Mr. Carvell in the debate 
on the address at Ottawa gave 
some round figures as_ to the fin- 
ancial requirements of the conn- 
try which are of a rather startling 
character. 

Mr. Carvell, being the Minister 
of Publie Works, is not directly 
responsible for accounting to Par- 
liament and to the publie for the 
finances of the country, and his 
speeqh was evidently intended to 
discourage the wholesale demand 
for appropriations, which he says 
is being made upon him from all 
sections of the Dominion, and to 
suggest that the country already 
has in sight obligations out of pro- 
portion to its prospective revenue. 

He estimated that the public 
debt by the time we are through 
with the war will be two billion 
dollars. This would require an 
annual appropriation of $110,000,- 
000, Pensions, he says, will require 
$50,000,000 per year, while the 
Soldiers Civil Re-establishment de- 
partment will require at least $25,- 
000,000 per year; a total of $185,- 


| 000,000 yearly on account of war 


cost. The ordinary activities of 
civil government he estimates can- 
not be carried on for less than 
$125,000,000 per year. 

To meet this total of $310,000,000 
per year he estimates that the cus- 
toms will bring in $140,000,000 per 
year; the excise $25,000,000, while 
the income and business profits 


| taxes may produce $30,000,000 per 


year; a total of $195,000,000; leav- 
ing a balance of $115,00,000, which 
he was inclined to think would be 
more like $125,000,000, that has 
yet to be provided for. Questioned
